1529  it's  charter  on  5  Jan  1991  to 
Camp  Commander  Dale  Lam- 
bert. The  Camp  is  located  in 
Hartsville. 

At  the  ceremony  a  history 
of  Major  James  Lide  Coker,  a 
Hartsville  war  hero,  was  given 
by  his  grandson  Mr.  Edgar 
Lav*  ton.

Com.  Brown  addressed  the 
members,  composed  of  eight  stu- 
dents and  a  retired  Chemistry 
professor,  about  the  purpose  of 
the  SCV  and  the  organization  of 
a  Camp. 

After  reviewing  their 
applications  Com.

What's  In  A  Name? 

The  Congressional  Record 
of  March  2,  1928,  reports  Senate 
Join!  Resoulution  No.  41  wherein 
Congress  recognized  the  title  '  War 
■en  the  States  '  as  proper. 

"A  war  was  waged  from 
1861  to  1865  between  two  organ- 
ized governments:  the  United 
States  of  America,  and  the  Con- 
federate States  of  America.  These 
were  the  official  titles  of  the 
contending  parties,  ft  was  not  a 
"Civil  War",  as  it  was  not  fought 
between  two  parties  within  the 
same  government.  It  was  not  a 
"War  of  Secession",  for  the  South- 
ern States  seceded  without  a 
thought  of  war. 

The  right  of  a  State  to 
secede  had  never  been  questioned. 
It  was  noi  a  "War  of  Rebellion" 
forsovereign,  independent  States, 
co-equal,  cannot  rebel  against 
each  other.  It  was  a  War  between 
the  States,  because  twenty-two 
non-seceding  Slates  made  war 
upon  eleven  seceding  States  to 
force  them  back  inlo  the  Union 
of  States.  It  was  not  until  after 
the  surrender  of  1865  that  seces- 
sion was  decided  to  be  unconsti- 
tutional.

fering only  from  that  of  our 
fathers'  in  so  far  as  it  is  explana- 
tory of  their   well-known  intent, 


freed  from  sectional  conflicts, 
which  have  interfered  with  the 
pursuit  of  the  general  welfare,  it 
is  not  unreasonable  to  expect 
that  the  States  from  which  we 
have  recently  parted  may  seek  to 
reunite  their  fortunes  to  ours 
under  the  government  which  we 
have  instituted.  For  this  your 
constitution  makes  adequate  pro- 
vision; but  beyond  this,  if  I 
mistake  not  the  judgement  and 
will  of  the  people,  a  reunion  with 
the  States  from  which  we  have 
recently  8»p»rated  is  neither 
practiable  nor  desirable.
